The Duke of Lorraine, about the time of the 
former ſurrender of Haegenaw, was vpon his com- 
ming into Germanie, not to mecete with de ls 
Force,but _ another way toauoide him, he 
was not reported to be aboue 700. ſtrong, both 
horſe and foote; and with theſe he 
uer of Rhine at Newenburg, ſtaying ſome few 
dayes at Bintzheim in the vpper MHarquiſate. 

His intentions were either to get rhorou 
the walled, Cities (as they called them ) to the 
ſtrong Towne about the Bogenſes, or Lake of 
Conflantz,or elſe ouer the Gorthayde Mountaines 
into 1taly, Saturday therefore Tanuary 25.
